Labor Day incidentally marked the f^1^'umted 
rcn G. Harding's first six months as President of the United 
States. 
In that fractional period he has allowed the nation 


sufficient opportunity to judge him 'as man and Chiei kxecu- 
tive, with the result that he stands as high in the esteem o± 
the people as their most sanguine hopes anticipated. 
The President's character has impressed itself 
on tne 


country as that o. a sterling American of the type which wins 
its way into the affections of men and women because it is 
associated with the great heartedness which makes the whole 
•world km. 
His administration, free from parade or osten- 


tation, has made him stronger with the public than 
is his 
party in Congress, despite its enormous Republican Congress. 
In the field of world politics his international policies have 
gained him a prestige which is all the more iorceiul and in- 
fluential because the nobility ot his ideals, which foreign 
rulers and statesmen eulogize, is conjoined with 
obvious 


practicality. 
The civilized world looks, with hope to the Washington 


conference on the limitation ot aimaments, as realizing the 
pledge to "unite America behind the plan ior an association 
of nations, which we may join with safety, honor and good 
conscience." The Knox-Porter resolution and the treaty con- 
firming it has e&tablit-hcd peace with Germany, and the final 
formalities only await the piompt ratification of the compact 
by the Senate. 


The promised investigation and survey of the Government 


departments with a view to their re-organization on lines of 
economy and efficiency is progrebsmg satisfactorily under the 
President's personal supervision. Such cuts in expenditure as 
were fo-isible have been made by the 
Administration, 
but 


CongiL'ss hai lagged in the duty of retrenchment. 
Revision 


of taxation is a legislative function. 
While the Senate and 


House are divided on a revenue program, the President it. 
not charpMble in anv degree, with the tardiness in relieving 
the public of burdensome taxation. 
A national budgetary 


system has been introduced as an important forward step to- 
ward rcticnchment. 


These are outstanding achievements and account for the 


cumulative confidence which the nation ieels in the President.

Pmchot 


regarding Henry Ford'b ofler ior the Mus&le Shoals nitrate 
plant, there seems to be a lew people leit who come forward 
in defense of Henry's offer. The latest news irom Washington 
brings out the iatt the Water Power League of America, 
whoever they may be, heartily endorsed Ford's offer in a 
recorhmendation sent to Secretary of War Weeks. 
Their 


contention is that while Ford's offer may not be the best which 
some leading conservationists could conceive, nevertheless it 
seems to be the only real ofler as yet submitted. It appears 
their stand in the matter is "Needs must go when the devil 
drives.
